amazes adults and children alike. 
Consider one penny on the first 
day of any month — obviously the 
owner's initial accumulated wealth 
in this endeavor is 1 cent. Double it 
— that gives the owner 2 cents. On 
the second day of that month, 
again double the total — now the 
owner has 4 cents. Perform the 
same procedure on the third day — 
the owner is up to 8 cents, and so 


on. 

At first look, it does not appear 
that much is happening here. A 
great exercise to perform with a 
high school math class is to present 
this little game and ask the stu- 
dents if they would rather have $1 
million now, or the total of the dou- 
bling process on the 30th day of the 
month. 

Some will likely immediately 
choose the $1 million. Some may 
begin working it out, note that 


there is only $327. 68 accumulated _ 


on the 15th day, quit and take the 
$1 million. 

_ Those that follow the stream 
through to the end will see that the 
result on Day 30 is $10,737,418.24. 
This is a case where it pays to have 
patience and long-term vision. 

The point is this. In general, 
progress does not have to be linear. 
Sometimes progress is more expo- 
nential, or at least seems that way. 
This should come as no surprise. 
As knowledge and technology accu- 
mulate, there is more and more of 
a foundation for more improve- 
ments and innovations to be built 
upon, and in what at least may 
appear to be longer and more fre- 
quent leaps.

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New president shares vision with Forest Rotary Club

The new president of East Central 
Community College made his first 
official visit to Forest since becoming 
the school’s seventh president on 
July 1 as he shared his vision for con- 
tinuing the mission of the regional 
school with the Forest Rotary Club 
last Wednesday in a noon speech at 
Penn's Santa Fe. 

Dr. Phil Sutphin, who succeeded 
Dr. Eddie Smith as ECCC’s chief 
executive officer, told the local civic 
club that the school had experienced 
record growth with an enrollment of 
2.233 last fall and expectations of 
passing the 2,300 mark this fall. 

Faculty and staff on the Decatur 
campus numbers 125, Sutphin said. 

“Sixteen percent of our students 
“98.2 percent of our students are 
Mississippians and 88 percent come 
from our five-county support district 
of Newton, Scott, Leake, Neshoba 


and Winston counties.” 


Sutphin said 66 percent of ECCC 
students are enrolled in academic 


programs, 30 percent in technical 


program and three percent in voca- 


tional programs. 


“The data we get back from 


employers indicate that our students 


do quite well,” he said. “Of course, 
we are always working harder in the 
vo-tech area to deal with workforce 
development and workforce training 
to ensure that our businesses and 
industries in the area have the skilled 
employees they need to do the things 
that they need to do. 


“Raytheon is one of our bigger 


industries in the area that we work

“In workforce training, at compa- 
nies like Raytheon, Choctaw Maid 
and other poultry businesses, we did 
26 training projects with 1,571 
employees in those facilities just in 
retraining and new training for indi- 
viduals,” he said. 

Sutphin pledged his personal time 
toward the economic development 
effort in Scott County: “If you are 
talking to a prospective company 
about locating in this area and would 
like for me to come meet with the 
individuals and tell them a little bit 
about workforce training, I'll be glad 
to do so.” 

The new ECCC leader talked 
about development efforts on the 
ECCC campus, led by ECCC

that have produced over $800,000 in 
foundation funds with $400,000 in 
endowed scholarships.

Funding for the project came 
form two grants, involving a total 
worth of $150,000 (private donations 
included), from the Mississippi 
Department of Wildlife, Fisheries and 
Parks and the National Recreational 
Trails Funding Program of the Federal 
Highway Administration, U.S. 
Department of Transportation. 

‘The first grant was used to 
complete the fitness trail - a half-mile 
trek that is paved, lighted and 
handicapped accessible. Also 
included are 20 exercise stations. 
Additional improvements include the 
planting of more than 70 trees native 
to Mississippi and the installation of 
hand-made birdhouses by a private 
donor. Many of the trees are labeled 
with their scientific and common 
names and are part of the College's 
campus arboretum. The area includes 
an outdoor classroom overlooking the 
trail. The classroom was built with the 
assistance of students from the 
Newton County Vocational Center. 

A second grant involved 
approximately $80,000 to be used to 
extend the current trail to include a 
recreational/study trail around the 
College lake. The new trail - which is 
named for Livingston - will also be 
paved, lighted, handicapped 
accessible and will include a walkway 
over the south end of the College lake. 

In addition, the new trail will 


include the labeling of trees with their AT 


scientific and common names, thus 
expanding the campus arboretum. 
Plans call for the area to include a 
pavilion to be built with the assistance 
of the athletic department.

In 1976 he and two 
partners - Sonny Steel and 
Charles Mars - purchased the 
Ford dealership in Philadelphia. 
Rea served as president of the 
company until he sold the busi- 
ness in 1981. 

Rea later began a second auc- 
tion business (Mid-South Auto 
Auction) and over the years the 
business has continued to grow 


and is now located on a 29-acre, 


multi-million dollar facility in 
Jackson, 

In 1996, Mid-South Salvage 
was added to the business and a 
new salvage facility was com- 
pleted in 1999.

_ Dill played halfback and defensive back on the 
1964 and 1965 Warrior squads, earning honorable 
mention All-State recognition his freshman year, 
and honorable mention All-American and All- 
State honors following his sophomore campaign. 
He is a former standout at Forest High School 
and Mississippi College. 

Gunter, a Leake County native, is one of only 
three coaches in the history of women’s collegiate 
basketball to win 600 career games. She begins 
her nineteenth year at LSU as the fourth win- 
ningest active coach in the nation with an overall 
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record of 613 wins and 272 losses. Prior to taking 
over the Lady Tiger program, she successfully led

Austin, She also served as head coach of the 1980

“We even hire a lot of students 
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before graduation because of 
MCC’s reputation for turning out 
such a high percentage of board- 
certified nurses,” she said. “That 
helps the hospital supplement its 
pool of qualified personnel, as well 
as provides the student a chance 
to move that much closer toward 
his or her goals in nursing.’ 

Because of the high demand for 
nurses, as well as the high volume 
of students seeking nursing 
degrees, MCC began graduating 
two associate degree nursing pro- 
gram classes each year beginning 
in 1965 with its first graduation 
ceremony for 15 nurses in 1967. 
Since then, more than 2,283 stu- 
dents have earned the title of reg- 
istered nurse to date. 

MCC’s practical nursing pro- 
gram has also helped keep the 
demand for licensed nurses filled 
by turning out some 1,484 gradu- 
ates since its beginning in 1963. 
Following the one-year program, 
students are eligible for board cer- 
tification. 

MCC also offers a third nursing 
program for those wishing to 
become nurse assistants. This 14- 
week pregram began as a job 
training program funded by the 
state, and continues today to pro- 
duce dozens of assistants each 
year.
